Ho advocated equal 
rights' for all; the passage of the greatest of 
the constitutional amendments, which has 
made the Declaration of Independence sonie- 
thjng more than a mere glittering generality. 
If the CongresseT that have met iluce then 
had only acted up .to the wise suggestions 
Ihat.hVoirered for their guidance; if p'irti; 
sah nialicejand personal hostility had uot'in'- 
terfered to mar and.hamper his administra- 
tion, the country today-would, be in tho en- 
joyment of all that the inost enthusiastic 
aud sanguine"could have desired. 


As itstands, the record of the Administra- 


tion cannot be successfully challenged. It 
came into power promising a reduction of 
taxation. Let ussee how it has fulfilled Its 
pledges. The internal revenue taxes col- 
lected and returned to the Treasury for 1800 
amounted to $300,220,813. In 1870-71 these 
burdens were reduced l<9 the extent of $100,- 
128,050. In addition, the duties on teas, 
sugars aud other necessary articles were re- 
duced to the amount of nearly thirty mil- 
lion dollars. Since the Administration catne 
into power—a period of less than forty 
months—the public .debt has been reduced 
by nearly three hundred millions of dollars. 
At the last session of Congress taxation was 
still further reduced by nearly sixty millions 
ol dollars annually. 


In the face of all this wo are told that 


General Granthas failed, and that a change 
of Administration Is undoubtedly demand- 
ed. The answer to this alleged failure, is 
'ound in the position of parties at the pres- 
ent time. Tbe Republican party Is 90 strong
